There were indioatione to 
mw tBM It %M Ao« igSMMtti Mws, 
and the impression WM ooSTeyed that 
I the administration is rather disap- 
pointed at the nmnner in which MiniH- 
ter Willis has thus far conducted bin 
mission.

• The paragraph in the president's 
massage referring to Hawaii was writ- 
ten after the additiorml in.structions to 
Minister Willis bad been dispatched. 
This paragraph may be talien to re- 
flect the spirit of the instructions. By 
referring to this it will be clearly seen 
that whatever doubts or apprehensiona 
Minister Willis may have expressed of 
the accuracy or Kood foundation of the 
Blonnt report, I'resideut Cleveland has 
not lost any of bis absolute faith in the 
accuracy of the Blonnt investigation 
and the justice of his conclusions.

The Honolnio Commercial Adver- 
tiser of Nov. 18, two days after Willis 
sent out the statement to the public re- 
Ittiire to h}8 inWtrnctioat from Wash- 
ington and nfs detertiAiation to await 
farther advfcei, before atteiioptinz to 
execute the orders, came ont in a strong 
editorial. It said: 

"United States Minister Willis was no 
doubt accurately reported when he de- 
clared that until he heard from Wa.^h- 
ington no riiaimo will take i>lace in tiio 
present situation, nor will any be 
allowed. He added: 'That any attempt 
made by any person or persons to make 
trouble would be promptly checked and 
pTmisbed.' Were the representative or 
any other power near the Hawaii gov- 
ernment to make such declaration there 
is no doubt that not only this govern- 
ment bnt also the United States wouM 
lesetil it in the most energetic manner 
as aulawful interference with the in- 
ternal affairs of this independent action. 
We do not (luestion the nroprietv of Mr. 
Willis' declaration. We siiiiply point 
out that the government of the I'nited 
States holds it^lf charged with the 
Bliecial duty of maintaining public order 
and security in Hawaii. To this extent 
at least America exercisi;s the protec- 
tion over this country. ' 

The [>ai)er further says that ei-Min- 
ister Stevens was merely obeying a 
standing order of the slnte department, 
given by Secrotarv Bayard iii IMl to 
the American minister in Honolulu, 
and caused to be given to the naval 
forces there wheiiever necessary for 
"the maintenance or jiublic oriler." 
"Stevens has beHU al)u.>ieil l)y the pres- 
ent American administration for obey- 
ing President Cleveland's explicit or- 
der. If Minister Stevens is to 
blamed for his interposing last Janu- 
ary, then much more is Minister Willis 
to be censured for threatening to 
punish disturbers of the peace, whicn 
Stevens never did."

operated by Pardee & Company, situ- 
ated about a mile west of this city. 
Four men are closed in ami rescuing 
parties are working hard to liberate 
them and bring them to the surface. 

This is the ssme slope in which a fire 
broke out last spring and did consider- 
able damage to the mine, and it has 
only bean in ojieration again for a short 
time. How the fire originated this 
time is a mystery. 

The fiamea are shooting out of the 
mouth of the slope and leaping high in 
the air and threatening a fine breaker 
which has re( ently been built, and the 
only thing that saves it now is the great 
amount of snow on the trestle work 
leading to it. Hundreils of men set to 
work piling up snow on tlie wood w(;rk. 
but, fearing that this would not savo 
it, sent to this city for a fire en-iue, 
and the Pioneer Fire company respond- 
ed uromptly and are now doing good 
wora in trying to save the property. 

There is little hope of saving the 
block and the timbers of that opening 
must soon faH. A eavc-in i-^ bound to 
f(dlow and the destruction of the prop- 
erty seems inevitable.

LEHIGH VALLEY STRIKE OFF.

Bi;riii.r.Hi M, Pa.. Dec. 6.— The Strike 
on the Lehigh \'alley railroad was de- 
clareil olf this morning at daylight, and 
the old employes are going back to 
w ork. Concessions were made on both 
sides. 

The correspondence whioh led to the 

termination of the strike was made 
public at an early hour thl.-* morning 
after Chairman McDonald and Judge 
Robinson of the arbitration boards re- 
turned from their last conference with 
the Lehigh officials. 

In a letter to President Wilbur they 
asked the following: 

"If the existing strike is declared off, 
will the Lehigh Vallev Railroad com- 
pany agree to take back as many of 
their old employee as they have places 
for, without any prejudice on account 
of the fact that they struck or that 
they are members of any labor or- 
canizution; that in re-einploying men 
formerly in its service, tne available 
time shall be so divided among the men 
so re-employed that they may feel they 
are again in the service ot the company 
and self-supporting; that in making 
promotions hereafter the company will 
make no distinction as between men 
now in its employ and those so re-em- 
ployed on account of seniority in serv- 
ice or otherwise, that when iu the em- 
ploy of the road committees from the 
various classes of employes from the 
branch of service in which the ag- 
grieved party is employed and their 
grievances considered and justly treat- 
ed, and that iu employing men in the 
future the company will give the 
preference to former employes when 
the strike is declared off." 

President Wilbur in reply snid: "The 
liehigh Valley Railroad cuipauy agree 
to the suggestions made and in the 
event of tiie strike being declared off, 
will abide by them. We recognize and 
willingly respond to your modification 
of our former understanding that the 
available time may be divided so that 
the men re-employed may hare some 
certain source of support." 

There \vas a bad wreck at Sugar

"Mbzioan Soldius: Today wa di- 
rtet oomlTet to yoa in tha ooafldance 
that wa ara going to talk trtth oar own 
hrothan. wa are eona of the same 
tnothar. onrs U ona flag, OM tarritory; 
wa ipaak the Bama language and aeek 
tha lame aggrandiaamant M tha coon- 
try and onr mntoal faUdty. Whgr* 
then, do we meet with arma In hanoa 
deamylnf one another? Becanse thu 
liyxaBta w the Tillage are cunning 
aMOgh to dacalTe na. 

*'Tu» army in the democratic conn- 
triea ia oompoead of free men and citi- 
«aena who fore their eonntry to they 
Buqr defend it of aa many dangers aa 
n*y threaten it. But you do not grasp 
•nna of your own will. Yon lired in 
tranqnility in yonr town by the side of 
your mother and brothera, yon bad a 
wife that took care of you and your 
children, that greeted yon with caresses. 
From night until morning yon were 
confined injail and afterwMd bya sub- 
ordinate ofllcial taken to a room where 
you are registered and in the name of 
your counny deprived of your liberty. 

"Yonr mother and brothers remained 
abandoned, yonr wife and children 
hare no protection, and since then yon 
lire in a square piled together like stab- 
Mas and guarded like cattle. 

"Is this the condition of free men that 
y subject themselves to military disci- 
pline?

He deprives you of yonr 
liberty; he would deprive you of the 
right to live in tranquility by the side 
of your family. Is not the coantry bat 
Porflrio Dlas, that bad Mezloan, who 
has mortgaged Mexico in foreign uiar- 
- kets— that cursed son who moidera hia 
brothers and debases them 7 

"Yon then grasp the arma to defend 
a despicable tyrant, bnt not to aave the 
country from any danger. We meet 
face to face because you attempt to de- 
fend an inlustice; yon are the strength 
sustained by a tyrant that tortures the 
coantry to pay you with wretched 
wages. We are the strength of right, 
we think what we do nobody pays us to 
grasp the arms. The wicked and the 
lackeys give na the name of "bandits." 
hut our oonsoienoe gives na the names of 

Ktriots. We want to lira free or die. 
t not to be slaves. 

"We have read a book that waa writ- 
ten with the blood of onr forefathers. 
There we are shown to elect our consti- 
tutional olficers by means of free suf- 
frage; there we are «hown to think as 
eltnens and we are elevated to the cate- 

Sry of free men. • That book ia named 
e political constitution of 1858. If 
the tyrant who pays you to murder na 
wonld govern by that law we ehonld 
ttva in tranquil peace, cultiyating onr 
load said caring for onr familiea. Bnt 
ire see the injustice committed every 
day; we peroeiVe the danger in which 
tha oooaifay ia goraraed, and we have 
not hsoitMed one moment to abandon 
arerythingaad have rushed to the bat- 
tleflald to defend the rights of onr ont- 

'^^^faSMaT^soldiers: If you want to 
•▼old Uoodahed join tha randvlkw; it 
ia not jnat that onr mothen rtmaln on- 
protected; onr wiyea, widows and our 
eons made orphaaa to let a tyrant enjoy 
and distribute the spoila of tha nation. 
We, the revolntionista, daftad a princi- 
ple and seek the salvatioa of M* ooan- 
try. Yopi defend a man trtw aitlnB yon 
alavea and yon aeek his aggraadlaeinent. 
Down with the tyrants. Hnrrah for 
the revolution. Hurrah for Tomochi. 
Now we pass to manifeat to the entire 
nation the last account of the 14th of 
April, '98, to date. After having been 
~ defeated either for lack of rasonroea or 
for lack of greater strength of forces we 
had to abandan the places we occupied 
making onr march under fire. 

"About two leagnea from tha place 
of siege the soldiers and ohiafii of the 
law could hama astamiaatad the revo- 
Intionista. 

"Thoee events having paaaed thev 
ahould have followed as, and ancceea- 
ing in the arrest, they should have 
gone to a competent authority that we 
might be tried according to law. 

**We have seen in the official paper, 
which gives the number of the dead to 
'be 40— of the revolutionists — which is 
inoorreot and the same time a deceit. 
In the battle of Santo Tomas only 28 
died. Now the result, according to the 
list #e have before us, there were shot 
HI men. Of this number possibly five 
or Biz might be guilty of the revolu- 
tion, the reet innocent. 

"If the tyrant has believed he can 
spite tu with fear, converting himself 
and his forces into murderers, it is to 
the contrary, as each day we Sad onr- 
selvea more offended, and we do not 
hesitate to praap our arms and protest 
with our last breath in strngfling 
for the defense of onr hrothara and onr 
country. 

'■Oh, fatal destiny. He has blinded 
you and he hao engendered malice in 
your liroiiHt. He is a necond Nero, 
Borgia, Cain, the natural son of covet- 
ousuess, and you have made yourself 
(porflrio) the disgraced and fatal enemy 
of Jaatloe."

GOVERNOR JENNINGS- 

A Mnnumriit In Mnuiury of Indlank'f 
I'lnt Cxrcittlve. 

Jbffersonvill^ Ind:, Deo. 8.— A 
loas-needed tribute in Aft n^iatt of i 
monnment erected to the memory of 
Jonathan Jennings, Indiana's first ex- 
ecutive, will be unveiled at (^harlcj^town, 
Clark county, Governor Jenuin^s' 
former home, Dec. 10. Extonaivo prep- 
arations are being made to commem- 
orate the event la • nuuuMr baflttlng 
the occasion. 

Invitations hav* been sent to many 
prominent citizens, not only in this 
fitati . but in Oiiio as well, and ii is 
thought that a large nnmber of those, 
to whom invitations have been issued, 
will be present. 

The monument is iQpMid ita the cem- 
etery at Charlestown, and is composed 
of granite, plain in appearance, but 
highly finished. It is 8 feet in height.

Governor Jennings waaborn in Penn- 
sylvania in 1784, and came to Indiana 
territory on reHchiii}^ manhood. lie 
was three times elected toconeress. and 
was InstrumontHl in organizing the ter- 
ritory of Indiana into a state. He was 
elected its first governor in 1816. Later 
he resigned to go again to congress. 
Ht died in Augu st, 1884.
